Perhaps if 
he waits for the full development of 
the enterprise he might grow reluc- 
tant to part with the share, and I do 
not by this mean any distrust of him.

My Dear Sir:—I spoke to you a 
short time ago about a point of inter- 
est to your railroad company that oc- 
cufred at the last session of Congress. 
It.was on the last night of the session, 
when the bill renewing the land 
grant§to the State of Arkansas for the 
Little Rock Road was reached, Mr. 
Julien, of Indiana, Chairman of the

I 
sent my page to General Logan with 
the suggestion, and he at once made 
the point. I could not do otherwise 
than sustain it, and so the bill was 
freed from the mischievous amend- 
ment moved by Julien, and at once 
passed without objection. At that 
time I had never seen Mr. Caldwell, 
but you can tell him that, without 
knowing it, I did hima great favor.
